We, Donald K. Wright and Christopher Pemberton, citizens of the United Sates of 
America and two of three joint inventors for the subject appUcation, declare that: attached is a 
Declaration under 37 C.F.R. § 1.132 which is incorporated herein. 

1 . Exhibit I is a chart showing vacuum testing of Com-pac plastic bags having 
fasteners compression molded to the bag walls and five other sets of plastic bags all using 
ultrasonic sealers to apply spot seals to seal the ends of the fastener strips to the bag walls. 
The five other bags are commercially available bags purchased in a local grocery store 
containing food products. 

2. As shown by the chart, the testing revealed that the bags having spot sealing at 
the ends of their fastener profiles leaked and are, therefore, not airtight. 

3. A videotape showing the testing procedure and results is attached hereto. 

4. The tests were conducted by Kendall Hankins, project engineer, at Com-Pac 
Intemational, Inc. and Jeff Smith, Director of Quality Control.
